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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to Applicants' initial filing on 4 August 2000 of this 
Application containing claims 1-33, followed by Applicants' filing of a Preliminary Amendment 
received 23 May 2003 adding claims 33-73. 

Election/Restriction 

2. As the claims are presented, restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-27, drawn to methods and a system for designing, deploying, or 
optimizing a communications network, including running prediction models to 
predict performance characteristics, classified in class 703, subclass 2. 

II. Claims 28-32, drawn to a method for designing, deploying, or optimizing a 
communications network, including measuring the physical environment by using 
different measurement devices or at different times to compare two sets of 
measurement data, classified in class 702, subclass 57. 

III. Claims 33-73, drawn to a method and system for designing, deploying, 
optimizing, or maintaining a communications network, including use of cost data 
associated with the installation, procurement, and maintenance of the 
communications network, and further including displaying a computer

representation of the physical environment combined with performance 
information, classified in class 703, subclass 2. 

2.1 Inventions III and I-II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). 

In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed because the combination incorporates cost data and displays a 
computer representation of the physical environment, permitting the user to perform cost/benefit 
analyses that can be viewed against the representation of the physical environment. 

The subcombination of Group I has separate utility such as the generation of prediction 
models that can be used to compare predictions made using different components or can be used 
to compare prediction models against one another. The subcombination of Group II has separate 
utility such as the generation of two sets of measurement data to be used to calibrate a particular 
prediction model. 

2.2 Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and/or recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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2.3 A telephone call was made to Mr. Michael Whitham, Reg. No. 32,635, on 25 
March 2004 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in 
an election being made. 

2.4 Applicants are advised that a reply to this requirement must include an election of 
the invention to be examined, even though the requirement may be traversed under 37 CFR
